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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts (Remarks, p. 12) Tahara fails 
to teach recitation of "the enhanced information stream is selectively encoded using spatial information obtained form the processing 
base information stream" (claims 1,11,19 and 30); and of "the enhanced decoder selectively decodes the enhanced information stream 
using spatial information obtained from processing of the base information stream" (claim 26). Or recitation of "using a previous 
reference obtained during processing of the enhanced information stream" (claims 1, 11, 19 and 30); and of "using a previous reference 
obtained during processing of the enhanced information stream" (claim 26). To explain the alleged deficiency in Tahara, Applicant 
provides a technical analysis of Tahara and concludes that Tahara "cannot" anticipate the above-mentioned limitations. The arguments 
are found not persuasive. Tahara is of particular relevance to the invention "as claimed", and the claim-by-claim analysis as outlined in 
the last Office Action is proper. Applicant's argument for claim 29 is based upon the propriety of rejecting claim 26. No other issue 



remains. 
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
